STRANGE DBATH IN WOODS | 


FRANK DUSEK’S BODY Is FOUND | 
WEAR WILLOW SPRINGS, 


with His Face Buried in the Earth, 


1 Friends Think Chicago Man Was 


‘Murdered, but | the Theory Is Ad- 
dane That He May Have Eaten 
ty Overcome by the Poison. 


Still on his knees and with hie face buried 
in à cluster of mushrooms, friends yesterday 
found the body of Frank Dusek, near Willow 
Springs. How Dusek met death isa mystery, 
though several theortes are advanced in ex- 
planation. The only sign of a wound shown 
by a hasty examination was a slight bruise 
at the base of the brain. His hands 
were pressed against his abdomen as if in 
agony. Friends say he was murdered, but 
by others the theory was advanced that 
Dusek had eaten a. toadstool and hed died 
even while gathering more of the deadly 


At 10 o'clock on evening Dusch,

Each man was supplied 
with a basket and a large butcher knife, and 

ortly before 2 o’clock each took a different 
irection and left the camp. It was arranged 
to meet again a few hours later at the camp. 
| All ‘returned at the appointed time except 
Dusek. The other members of the party, 
however, believed he had found an excep- 
tionally good bed of mushrooms. The horse 
was hitched up and preparations made to 
leave. Jaros remained at the camp to await 
Dusek’s return, while the others drove to 
the road to wait. After several hours wait- 
ing and the man did not return the party 
decided that he had gone home by some 
en and they drove back to Chicago. 

Search for Him Is Begun. 

No anxiety was felt for the man until yes- 
terdey morning, when he had not returned. 
Then Mrs, Dusek and Joseph Novotany went 
to the offices. of the Atlas Brewing company, 
where Dusek was employed, and found that 
he. not returned. Mrs. Dusek, Swanek, 
and Novotany started for Willow Springs

New York, Oct. 7.—[ Special: Edward M. 
Stiepa tonigut accepted the Democratic

“There is real injury and danger to public 
welfare in division of the official loyalty of 
our police force.

Governor Yates’ Address.

The unpleasant result was so completely 
the work of the play itself that it was im- 
possible to hold Mr. Byron responsible for 
any fault except that of judgment, though 
he probably convinced no one that he should 
be considered a romantic actor. The error 
of judgment, however, was of'a sort not to 
be expected from a man of Mr. Byron’s pre- 
vious surroundings. For seven years he 
played under John Drew in the sort of plays 
which lend themselves to his own talents. 
In that time he had no rival as the imperson- 
ator of nonchalant, cynical society mischief 
makers. As a villain of the more outright 
though still debonair kind he was distinctly 
successful in the part of Captain Hodgman 
in “ Arisona.” It is within comprehension 
that he should have tired of portraying per- 
sons of doubtful morals and perfect man- 
ners, but it is hard to imagine that he should 
not have learned that to their manners at 
least were linked his best hopes. Repose, 
coolness, evenness of utterance and of tem- 


‘| perament are the chief aide of a society 


actor, and Mr. Byron has them, but they are 
the least of the necessities of a romantic ac- 
tor. Spontaneity, ardor, grace, richness of 
volce and gesture—these must be possessed 
by the hero of stage romances. Mr. Byron 
ought to have learned that he did not have 
them, But chiefly he ought to have learned 
to tell a hopeless would-be romantic play 
from the real article. It was a lesson he 
never gained. byes 
Only two reasons for his selection of Pet- 
ticoats and Bayonets come to mind as 
plausible. One presumes that he fellso much 
in love with the revolutionary times through 
playing with John Drew last year in the most 
unfit play that Drew ever had. Richard 
Carvel,” that he could not resist the tempta- 
tion of the period itself. The other and more 
likely reason lays in the blame to the pro- 
verbial actor’s weakness for a role that reads 
well, His own role of Henry Culbertson was 
decked out with a long list of prettily phrased 
speeches. ey sounded well enough, but 
the most of them were useless. : 
The playwright, Asa M. Steele, not only 
showed his inexperience by weighting down 
Mr. Byron's role with the lumber of words, 
but he rushed his puppets hither and thither 
in @ purposeless and confusing feshion. The 
story he tried to tell had to be jumped after 
and guessed at, and when an inkling of it was 
hed it was lacking in sympathy and in rea- 
son, Nor was the performance to be charged 
with the loss of many of the playwright’s 
intended points. The acting, indeed, went 
smoothly for a first night effort, and while 
there was some lack of finish it was evident 
that it would be gained in à little time if 
thete were enough excuse in the play for 
acquiring it. 

Mr. Steele probably made a fatal mistake 
at the outset when he gave his hero the voca- 
tion of a spy. Nathan Hale on the revolu- 
tionary side and Major Andre on that of the 
British were spies, but they went soberly 
and bravely forth from tieir own lines into 
those of their foes, and each went at a crisis. 
Henry Culbertson, the imaginary spy whom 
Mr. Steele has tried to gild with romance, was 
no soldier, and the task he performed was 
m and far without the bounds of honor.

HILADELPHIA, Pa., Oct. 7.—[Spe- 
cial. ]~—A new theater was opened in 
Philadelphia tonight. A new play by an 
American author was presented for the 
first time on any stage, and the most 

eminent of living American actors made his 

first appearance in a new part which has been 
elaborated with special regard to his talents. 
The Garrick was the theater. Beaucaire“ 
was the play, Booth Tarkington was the 
author, with Evelyn Greenleaf Sutherland as 
his collaborator, and Richard Mansfield was 
the actof. A more notable combination is 
not to be found in the annals of current theat- 
ricals. From 7 o’clock, when the doors were 
opened, the audience began to flow in and all 
was excitement.. The confusion came to an 


end with the first entrance of Mr. Mansfield 


His reception was hearty 
and general, and probably half a minute 
elapsed before he was allowed to proceed. 
The play is in four acts and five scenes. 
Act I. shows the celebrated pumproom at 
Bath when that watering place was the 
rendezvous of all fashionable England, un- 
der the social supremacy of Beau Nash. The 
belles and blades are much agitated over the 
gossip from France in regard to the flight 
of the Duke of Orleans, but this is eclipsed 
by a newer morsel of gossip, the grave rumor

that Monsieur Beaucaire, who has obtained 


entrée among the fashionables, is the barber 
of the Marquis de Mirepois, Ambassador 
from France. Beau Nash accepts the ru- 
mor, and a stirring scene leads to Beau- 
caire’s social humiliation and expulsion from 
the pumproom. The first scene of the second 
act shows his lodgings in Bath. He is an 
exile from the centers of fashion, but the 
nobles and gentlemen frequent his chambers 
to play cards. Among them is the Duke of 
Wintersett. Beaucaire traps him while cheat- 
ing, and he uses his power over him as a 
leverage to make Wintersett introduce him 
aguin among the elect. 

The second scene takes place at the home 
of Lady Mary Carlisle on the same evening 
during the progress of her ball. Wintersett 
introduces Beaucaire ag the Duke of Chateau- 
rien, and Lady Mary is an instant victim. 
The act culminates in a piece of gallantry, 
after Badger’s attempt on Beaucaire’s life. 
The garden of Mr. Baniston’s country place, 
at a point on the driveway near the Diana, 
is the background of act III. Beaucaire’s 
suit with Lady Mary prospers. He is hand- 
ing her to her coach, when Wintersett's 
henchmen make an attack in the dark. They. 
are beaten off, but Beaueaire is wounded. 
Then Wintersett betrays his promise and tells 
Lady Mary that the Duke of Ch&ateaurien is 


‘none other than Beaucaire, the barber. The 


last act is the assembly-room a week later. 
It leads up to the return of De Mirepois and 
the introduction of his royal master to the 
assembled traducers of his real identity. 

Mansfield is booked for only fourteen ap- 
pearances at the Garrick. He goes thence 
to Boston, a few New England cities, Wash- 
ington, and Baltimore. Midwinter will be 
spent at the Herald Square Theater, New 
York, after which he will make twenty-eight 
appearances in the South and open in Chi- 
cago for a run of five weeks in the early 
spring. 
The character of Beaucaire has been 
clearly developed to give Mr. Mansfield the 
strongest possible opportunities to display his 
art as a character actor. This aim has been 
wholly successful, and, thougn Beaucaire "’ 
is not another Beau Brummel,”’ yet it is a 
play which shows Mr. Mansfield to admirable 
advantage in a role of thesame genre. That 
means delight for a long succession of audi- 
ences. 

The supporting company is rather weak. 
Miss Lettice Fairfax was entirely lacking in 
the personality requisite for Lady Mary 
Carlisle and suggested nothing of the 
haughty coldness of the “Beauty of Bath.“ 
The scenery was beautiful and evoked the 
applause of the audience when the curtain 
rose on each successive set.

The audience gave her a burst of 
enthusiastic applause for welcome,- and 
Elsa’s Dreams she sang with exquisite 
purity of tone and charm of sentiment, mak- 
ing the first of her triumphs for the evening.

Washington, D. C., Oct. 7.—The annual re- 
of Thomas Fitchil, Commissioner of 
mmigration at New York, shows ‘that the 
numder of aliens arrived at the port of New 
York during the fiscal year ended on June 
80, 1901, was 453,406. There were also 113,056 
citizens of the United States who arrived 
from abroad. Nearly 30,000 of the increase 
of last year over the year before was in the 
immigration from southern Italy alone; but, 
while. this race shows the largest numerical 
increase, others even greater rela- 
tive gains. 
The Armenian and an, as well as the 
Greek, show an increase of about 50 per cent 
ne Ng Croatian and Dalmatian about 30 per 
The number of returtiing alien 
stands at 10.6 per cent of the total immigra-

GENERAL NEWS OF RAILWAYS. 


East-Bound Freight Shipments Small 
Despite Low Rates—New Van 
Buren Street Station. i 


East-bound roads from Chicago are work- 
ing hard to keep up the volume of grain ship- 
ments, but, notwithstanding the lower rates 
that are now being made and the prospect 
of an advance, the business is disappointing. 
Flour and provision shipments are fairly 


Shipments of grain last week were 1,235,000 
bushels, a decrease of 66,000 bushels for the 
week and 533,000 from last year. Flour ship- 
124,316 barrels, an increase of 
12,891 barrels for the week and a gain of 
80,542 barrels over last year. Provision traf- 
fic aggregated 34,152 tons, an increase of 166 
tons for the week and a decrease of 12,414 
from last year. 

Western roads made the poorest showing 

for four years in their grain traffic for the 
first week of October. Aggregate receipts 
here were 4,943,000 bushels, a decrease oe 
1,674,000 bushels for the week and of 2. 
000 bushels from last year. A compariaon 
with 1898 shows a reduction of 4,934,000 bush- 
els, or only 10,000 bushels less than the total 
deliveries the last week. 

The feature was the heavy receipts of 
flour, the largest in over four years, exceed- 
1 ing the previous week by 16,000 barrels, the 
aggregate arrivals being 238,839 barrels. 

Most of the Western lines maintained their 
relative positions. The Burlington delivered 
19 per cent, the Milwaukee and St. Paul was 
second with 17 per cent, the Illinois Central 
came next with 13 per cent, the Northwest- 
ern with 12, the Great Western with 5, * 
the Santa Fe with 4 per cent. 


‘Wan Buren Station to Be Vacated. 


The Rock Island and Lake Shore roads 
have practically agreed to vacate the Van 
Buren street depot before Jan. 1 next and 
use the Grand Central Station, so as to give 
the contractors a chance to commence tear- 
ing down the depot in preparation for put- 
ting up the new structure.

_ ‘THE AMERICAN DREYFUS CASE. 

But for a conspiracy to degrade and ruin 
a French officer there would have been no 
Dreyfus case. Would there have been a 
Schley case had there not been an equally 
knavish conspiracy to wreck the reputation 
of a gallant American officer? The evi- 


dence which has been developed before the 


court of inquiry thus far tends to show that 
Admiral Schley would not have been driveu 
to ask for the convening of that court but 


for a far-reaching conspiracy against him. 


Presuniably no such conspiracy would 


have been hatched if Schiey had not been 
‘| practically in command at the battle of 
Santiago, while the titalar commander was 
miles away. Up to the time of the sinking 
of the Spanish ships no criticisms had been 
heard of any “reprehensible” acts com- 


mitted previous to that date by Admiral 
But after those ships had been 
eunk the discovery was made by persons 


in the navy and by outsiders who were in 
the confidence of these persons that the 
Admiral was a bad officer who had been 


guilty of many shortcomings. 
No one ventured to assert—it would have 
been ridiculous to do so—that any one of 


these alleged errors of the Admiral of which 
nothing was said before the 4th of July, 


while so much stress was laid upon them 


after that date, had resulted in any injury 


to the American cause. He may have staid 
too long at Cienfuegos, but no harm ensued. 
His retrograde movement towards Key 


West may have been inexpedient, but the 
Spaniards 


did not take advantage of 
it. It may be he could have destroyed the 
Oolon when it lay at the harbor mouth, 


but that vessel did not escape. A few weeks 
later it was a wreck. The loop of the 
Brooklyn may have seemed an unwise 
maneuver to some of the onlookers, and 
it may be that Admiral Schley took great 
risks when he executed'it, but the results 


vindicated his wisdom, He was brought 

thereby into direct touch with the enemy 

and remained so. At the end of the bat- | 
tle he was closest to the Colon, while the 

others were far in the rear, especially Ad- 

miral Evans, who may be said to have been 
“left at the post.” 3 

Schley has had many critics, but few 

of them were eye witnesses of what he 

did at Santiago. Some of his bitterest critics 

were themselves guilty of acts for which 

they censure him. Fault is found with 

Admiral Schley for alleged waste of time 

in dilatory movements. These critics have 

forgotten or omitted to notice the fruitless 

promenade of Admiral Sampson to San Juan 

de Porto Rico, whither he went slowly, tow- 

ing some sluggish monitors after him. He 

made a noisy demonstration in front of 

that town, firing at long range a few shots, 

only one of which hit the fortifications. 

Sampson then crept back a thousand miles 
to Key West. If anybody should be court- 
martialed for trifling away precious time 


the members of the Board of Strategy, who 


approved of this performance, and the so- 
called “Commander-in-Chief,” who execut- 
ed that preposterous maneuver, should not 
escape. 2333 | 

During Admiral Sampson’s absence the 
Cuban blockade was practically Hfted. That 
blockade ceased to be the “ effective” one 
demanded by the rules of international law. 
The Buropean powers would have been quite 
justified in declaring that it had been aban- 
doned. 

Why has not Admiral Sampson been 
criticised for this grave error? All that 
he can‘plead in mitigation is that no harm 
ensued. The fortifications at San Juan 
were little above the sea level, while those 
at Santiago were so high that they could 
not be reached by naval guns. es, 

It Admiral Schley is blameworthy for 


| not exposing himself to elevated shore bat- 


teries and to mines in order to sink the Colon 
where it lay, how much more blamewortby is 
Admiral Sampson for failing to batter down 
the fortifications of San Juan and take the 
city. The fortifications were not strong, 
they were accessible, and there were no 
war vessels in the way as there were at 
Santiago. 

It will de said in Admiral Sampson's 
behalf that he was unwilling to risk the loss 
of any of his vessels. The Navy depart- 
ment had given express instructions not 
to hazard the warships. But those instruc- 
tions were given to Schley as well as to 
Sampson, and he obeyed them when he de- 
clined to make a serious attack on the Colon 
with the Massachusetts. 

Ie Admiral Schiey made such an attack 
and while sinking the Colon had lost the 
Massachusetts and her crew he would have 
been dismissed from the navy in disgrace 
for disobedience of orders. He could not 
ha ve pleaded in justification that the Span- 
jarde were one ship short also. The answer 
to that would have been that he had no 
right to expose the Massachusetts to the 
fire of shore batteries—supposed then to be 
stronger than they really were—merely to 
gain the fleeting glory of sinking one Span- 
ish vessel, which was already trapped and 
sure to be sunk anyhow in the end, while 
three remained untouched. 

Admiral Sampson did not try to force 
bis way into San harbor after Admiral 
Cervera's departure. He demanded of Gen- 
eral Shafter that the forts and intrench- 
ments which commanded the channel should 
first be taken by storm by the army, while 
the navy remained idle, risking not even a 
small vessel. If this conduct was com- 
mendable prudence on Admiral Sampson's 
part, how can Admira Schley's failure to 
take greater risks be called blameworthy? 

This action on Schiey’s part became the 
subject of attack only after his prominence 
at Santiago made him bitter enemies. This 
ip true also of the other alleged misdeeds 
charged against him. Had they been con- 
sidered really deserving of notice prior to 
the fight at Santiago he would not have 
remained second in command for six weeks

FRAUDULENT DAMAGE 8sUITS. 
The last annual report of the Brooklyn 


enormous sum of $990,000 was paid out in 
one year in settlement of damage suits and 
judgments against the company. To this 
amount must be added the $260,000 spent by 
the company in maintaining its claims de- 
partment and in fighting and adjusting these 
suits. The result is the amazing total of 
$1,250,000 of which this one corporation is 
mulcted annually for real or alleged acci- 
dents. The company figures that not more 
than $100,000 of this amount represents ab- 
solutely legitimate claims, and that it im- 
ply has been robbed of the difference. It is 
certain that the number of serious accidents 
on the Brooklyn street railways is compara- 
tively small and that fraudulent suits con- 


ber brought. 

That a company can be robbed continually 
of such large sums is suggestive of a serious 
defect somewhere. It appears that many 
lawyers in Brooklyn make a business of 
hunting up persons who have been injured 


of bringing damage suits against the com- 
pany. They employ a horde of ambulance 
chasers,” who make a living by pursuing 
persons supposed to have been injured in 
any way and securing their signatures to a 
paper authorizing a lawyer to bring suit 
against the company.

Seeing no way of escap- 
ing the machinations of professional false 
witnesses it hires false witnesses of its own 
to defeat just as well as unjust claims. 
Tuns dishonest claimants and sharp lawyers 
breed a retaliatory crop of bribery and per- 
jury. The Brooklyn Rapid Transit com- 
pany may be able to stand its heavy losses, 
but the people of New York cannot afford to 
have meh a condition of things continue. 
Corporations which debauch juries should 
be punished, but the plundering of corpora- 
tions of all kinds by fraudulent damage suits 
should be checked, if not stopped altogether.

The policy of President Roosevelt as it 
will affect the civil service may be inferred 
with certainty from his record. He has al- 
ways been an aggressive civil service re- 
former, and no other President has been so 


merit system. He is familiar with its de- 
tails from practical experience, and his 
record shows that he has no patience with 
any effort, whether open or covert, to preju- 
dice or prevent the free working of its 
regulations. 
As Governor of New York Mr. Roosevelt 
restored the civil service law of the State to 
perfect working order. He had no personal 
| obligations or enmities to satisfy, and the 
result was healthy to the party. One of his 
first declarations, after taking the oath of 
office at Buffalo, was that he would place in 
“ positions of trust men of only the highest 
integrity.” This promise he has already 
fulfilled, one of his first official acts being 
the refusal to make an unfit appointment 
urged by Senator Burton of Kansas, Repub- 
lican National ‘committeeman for. that 
State. In place of the applicant for the 
United States District Attorneyship for 
Kansas, who had the backing of the ma- 
chine and whom the Attorney General had 
already declined to recommend, the Presi- 
dent has appointed Mr. John S. Dean purely 
upon his merits. He declined to appoint the 
one because of unfitness; he has appointed 
the other because of fitness, which is equiv- 
alent to official notice to Senators that they 
must present applicants for positions upon 
the standard of fitness or they will not be 
appointed. There is Ittle question that 
as the President has begun he will continue, 
however loudly Senators may assert their 
“ privileges.” The President's sentiments 
in this matter are well expressed in a letter 
written to a friend when he was a member 
of the Civil Service commission in Washing- 
ton.
